NECC students debut this Fall’s Top Notch Players production of a Shakespearean comedy 


The first thing that 
director of NECC’s Top 
Notch Players’ Fall pro- 
duction, Measure for 
Measure by William 
Shakespeare, Michelle 
Howard noticed about 
the play was the power 
dynamics, “the story is 
about power, about how 
people are changed when 
they have power and how 
their true characters are 
revealed,” stated How- 
ard, who has been di- 
recting and acting for 15 


years. 
Due to the current 
political atmosphere, 


Howard chose to set the 
story in the present day, 
“political power and re- 
ligious power play a role 
in ‘sexual politics which 
is still apparent,’ she 
said, “I first noticed this 
in the 80’s and 90’s- ultra 
conservatism and some 


aspects of government 
were demanding to be 
in the bedrooms of the 
people, and they contin- 
ue to do so today.” she 
explained referring in 
part to the actions of one 
particular character in the 
play - Angelo, played by 
Patrick Poly. 

This particular play is 
known as one of Shake- 
speare’s problem plays, 
which essentially means 
that the overall dynamic 
mirrors that of one of his 
comedies with the addi- 
tion of some very dar 
undertones. ive 

At the beginning of the 
play, it’s revealed that the 
Duke of Vienna, played 
by Mike Gulezian, plans 
to take a leave of absence 
and thus makes Angelo 
the temporary ruler. Once 
empowered, Angelo in 
turn decides to begin re-

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lentlessly enforcing rules 
about sexual conduct 
in Vienna. He makes a 
principle example of one 
young gentleman named 
Claudio, sentencing him 
to death for engaging in 
premarital sex. This sen- 
tencing as well as further 
instances of enforcement 
laid upon brothel own- 
ers and patrons make 
for a mix of comedy and 
tragedy in the first two 
acts.

Pompey’s indignance and 
Miss Overdone’s feigned 
surprise in the face of 
the sudden enforcement 
of long-standing though 
largely unenforced rules 
is truly worthwhile to 
see. 
At the end of the sec- 
ond act, however, the 
mood darkens as Ange- 
lo’s moral crusade be- 
comes highly problem- 
atic when he is revealed 
to be as deviant as those 
whom he is prosecuting. 
It is worthy to note that 
leading up to this scene 
the audience is given 
no reason whatsoever to 
think Angelo is anything 
but sincere in leading 
such a moral crusade, but 
alas his humanity does 
get the best of him even-

for students

On Oct. 24, NECC hosted 
its own mock presidential de- 
bate from noon-1:30 p.m. on the 
Haverhill Caripus in TC103. 

History and Government pro- 
fessor, Andy Morse played Gary 
Johnson, the Libertarian party 
candidate. Patricia Portanova, an 
English professor, played Hillary 
Clinton, the Democratic candi- 
date. Stephen Russell, a history 
and government professor, played 
Donald Trump, the Republican 
candidate. And finally, Stephen 
Slaner, a government professor, 
played Jill Stein, the Green party 
candidate. 


The debate was telecasted to 
the Lawrence campus. This broke 
huge technological barriers for 
the college. An NECC student, 
Marissa Clifford, said “It was 
a great idea to connect to Law- 
rence. Now that the college has 
done it, maybe they could try to 
connect with other community 
colleges.” 

Mediators were Katie For- 
mosi, and Eric Terrio, students 
and members of the Contempo- 
rary Affairs club at NECC. The 
debate was organized by Paul 
Saint-Amand, a professor in the 
English Department. 

The debate opened with in- 
troductions from each candidate. 
There was then five categories 
of questions, politics and public 
opinion, health care, education, 
economy, and finally defense and 
foreign policies. The audience’s 
questions followed. 

Each professor started with a 
3 minute opening introduction. 
They talked about each candi-

date, their major beliefs and what 
they stood for. A few of them also 
mentioned the platforms for the 
party. Then to follow each candi- 
date had a minute to answer each 
questioned asked. They could ei- 
ther respond to the question, or 
respond to what another candi- 
date said. 

Russell started by saying 
Trump wanted “to work for the 
people,” and really wants to make 
our justice system focused on the 
Americans. 

“We as people get focused on 
Donald Trump’s personality and 
lose his ideas,” said Dr. Ligia Do- 
menech, a U.S. history professor, 
after the debate . 

Morse followed by saying 
that the Libertarian party is what 
America needs for reform. Slan- 
er followed. He stated the Green 
party’s two major issues were 
“nuclear weapons and climate 
change.” They have a “platform 
for tomorrow, not just today. The 
system needs to be changed.” 
Portanova then discussed how 


‘Clinton’s future will “bring ev- 


eryone together,” emphasizing 
on us, everyone, and you. She 
discussed Clinton’s support for a 
“balance between work and fam- 
ily.” 

Then the categories of ques- 
tions followed. Questions includ- 
ed “How do you propose to get 
tid of gridlock,” to “What are the 
first three things you will do in of- 
fice”, and things like poverty and 
the Second Amendment. Then to 
finish the debate the candidates 
took questions from the audience. 

Morse said he prepped by re- 
searching Johnson’s background, 
the background of the Libertari- 
an party, and studying things like 
their platform. 

He said the purpose of the 
debate was to inform students, 
not only of the Republican and 
Democratic candidates, but the 
third party candidates as well. 
Also it was to have fun, and give 
a chance for the students to get 
involved in the process and ask 
questions. 


“Portanova was really great, it 
was fun debating as a group. The 
two Steve’s and I have debated 
before, but Patricia was a great 
add in on our usual debates,” said 
Morse. 

He mentioned it was fun and 
kept him thinking on his feet, 
since he didn’t know exactly 
what was coming next, and he 
didn’t know what the audience 
was going to ask. The best part? 
He said he loved debating foreign 
policy and capitalism. “I got to 
attack Hillary and Trump.” 

The mock debate was to get 
students at NECC involved and 
informed in politics today. The 
debate had a great turn out, al- 
most filling the entire room in 
Haverhill full of chairs. Students 
got a chance to see another side 
of politics in a fun debate be- 
tween fellow teachers. 

The real presidential election 
is held on November 8 in your 
hometown. Campus is still open 
for classes.

Video Field Production is a 
required course for communica- 
tions and journalism majors at 
Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege. The class is currently being 
taught by instructor Matthew 
Belfiore, Director of Operations 
at the Haverhill Community Tele- 
vision station. Belfiore graduat- 
ed from Salem State College in 
1988, earning his BA in English 
with a minor in Communications, 
and has worked for HC Media 
since 1997.

This marks the first of various 
instances in which Angelo, the 
supposed supreme moral author- 
ity is shown to be fundamentally 
corrupt. 

In a scene where Isabella, 
Claudio’s sister, played by Leah 
Mahoney, goes to Angelo to beg 
for her brother’s freedom, Ange- 
lo replies by offering to free her 
brother in exchange for her vir- 
ginity. 

This exchange, and the way 
Angelo wields his political pow- 
er speaks to a patriarchal power 
structure which many argue re- 
tains its prominence today thus 
making this very relevant. 

As Howard mentioned, the 
way in which absolute power 
corrupts absolutely is readily 
perceivable during the devel- 
opment of Angelo’s character. 
However, other characters such 
as Isabella, for instance, convey 
themes which are seemingly less 
timeless. The dilemma which Is- 
abella is confronted with in the 
previously mentioned scene is a 
prime example. On the one 
hand Isabella, who is in the pro- 
cess of becoming a nun, does 
wish to see her brother freed and 
justice restored; and on the other, 
she is in effect already committed 
to God and furthermore wishes 
not to endanger this relationship 
by sleeping with Angelo. 

This may seem absurd to 
some, however, according to 
Jim Murphy, the Producer and 
Theater Professor at NECC says 
this due to the fact that, “during 
the renaissance when the play 
was first performed things were 
certainly starting to open up, 
but morals were less ambiguous 
still,” he said. This is to say that 
attending this performance will 
require a token of charity due to 
themes as well as language which 
may bewilder those unfamiliar

with Shakespeare’s work. 

Murphy also talked about the 
play as well as Shakespeare in 
general stating, “I think, a lot of 
people don’t understand what be- 
ing a cloistered nun is all about, 
and how torn she is because we 
are looking at this four hundred 
years later; we cannot escape our 
sensibilities. Thus her dilemma is 
far less understandable.” 

While comical when the“red 
light” district of Vienna is in 
the crossfire of prosecution, the 
sentencing of a innocent person 
to death alters the overall tone 
indefinitely. As such those who 
choose to perform in a production 
of this play, do so at their own 
tonal peril. “Here there is a lot of 
teaching going on” he said, “this 
play is not as accessible as say 
a ‘Midsummer Night’s Dream,’ 
this is not straight Shakespear- 
ean comedy.” To give this some 
context, in all of Shakespeare’s 
tragedies everybody dies at the 
end and in his comedies everyone 
gets married in the end, “it’s not 
more complicated than that but 
here, some of the marriages are 
punishments,” he said. 

Furthermore, Shakespeare 
plays are among some of the 
hardest to perform due to the 
sheer length and density of the 
lines. “We deal in sound bites, 
Shakespeare doesn’t”, Murphy 
said, “He uses language to make 
a specific point and our cur- 
rent troupes challenge- because 
people are so unused to hearing 
complex thoughts- is to lead the 
audience through what amounts 
to four paragraphs of text be- 
fore the thought is brought to a 
point.” Harder still is the task 
of bringing the audience to this 


fone 


point without crisp amplification, 
theatrical lighting, and a proper 
stage- which are the exact cir- 
cumstances that surrounded this 
production. 

With the Spurk building being 
under construction, everyone’s 
lives have gotten a little harder, 
but no one more than the cast of 
this fall’s production. Though 
they did indeed rise to this chal- 
lenge, it was not easy. Instead of 
the C Building, shows are held 
down the road at the Universal- 
ist Unitarian Church of Haverhill 
on 15 Kenoza Ave this semes- 
ter. All of the rehearsals leading 
up to the first production week 
took place in classrooms. This 
was disorienting for the cast and 
crew in terms of the stage direc- 
tions and movement of the piece, 
because of the sheer difference 
in space between E126 and the 
sanctuary where the play is being 
performed. Howard reflected on 
the challenges imposed by virtue 
of not having a proper rehearsal 
space and indeed performing in 
a highly unconventional venue 
with respect to the artform stat- 
ing, “It was challenging for the 
actors due to the lack of micro- 
phones or lighting.” As a result 
performers had to visibly exert 
themselves and truly demand the 
attention of the audience during 
scenes and even entrances, “the 
lack of lighting makes it such that 
the actor has to enter with a spe- 
cial kind of energy and demand 
the attention of the audience 
with every scene change” she 
said. The entrances are impeded 
somewhat due to the lack of the- 
atrical lighting but are not imped- 
ed in the least by the sanctuary 
floor plan. Attendees can expect 
to enjoy drama and scandal up 
and down the aisles on either 
side of them. The acoustics in the 
space also tend to impede upon 
the crispness of the dialogue and 
thus require the audience to pay 
closer attention, especially in the 
exposition of the play when vari- 
ous key plot points are conveyed. 

The space was chosen by 
Murphy, and the play was decid- 
ed based upon the space. It is my 
opinion that the space was espe- 
cially suited to the themes and 
topics covered in the course of 
the play, and Howard, although 
daunted by certain aspects of 
the space, ultimately agrees. “ 
I think that the trade off between 
the church and a stage [however] 
was ultimately to our benefit be- 
cause church imposes an atmo- 
sphere that we could have never 
created on stage”, she said, re- 
ferring to the religious themes at 
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Natalie Scott

In spite of the displacement 
of this production from the com- 
fort of the Spurk auditorium, 
the unconventional tone of the 
play performed and the relentless 
verbosity of Shakespeare’s plays 
in general, this fall’s production 
was a hit. It’s truly a must see. As

It was also a good 
test run for the new head coach, 
Monica Reum, and also for new 
assistant coach, Tiffany Gadd. 

It was Gadd’s first season 
coaching in her career, but she is 
no stranger to NECC or the sport. 
Before the women’s volleyball 
program was discontinued four 
years ago, Gadd played on the 
team in 2010 under former coach, 
athletic director Sue MacAvoy. 

“Being a NECC Alumni 
and former volleyball player at 


NECC, I was thrilled to learn that 
the sport would be coming back 
to the school and I would have 
the opportunity to coach,” Gadd 
said. 

“This is my first ever coaching 
season and I learned a lot from 
my players as well as head coach 
Monica Reum.” 

Gadd and Reum had the tough 
task of molding a new program 
and team, everything was new for 
the coaches and the players alike. 
The team was recruited by Reum 
and Gadd right after they got 
hired last spring. The program 
gained a good amount of interest 
when it was added to the school’s 
list of available sports. 

The team’s first game of their 
11 game season was on Septem- 
ber 14 at Bunker Hill Community 
College. The Knights played a 
tight game in their first perfor- 
mance but lost 3-2. The Knights 
were shutout in their next 9 
games. Their last game of the sea- 
son, which was at home against 


Bunker Hill, the team finally won 
a match since the first game of the 
season, but still lost 3-1. 

“We unfortunately had a los- 
ing season, but all of the girls 
improved tremendously in skill 
and as a first year coach that was 
a great accomplishment,” Gadd 
said. 

A lot of first year sports pro- 
grams end with a losing record 
due to inexperience or due to the 
whole feeling-out process, but 
improve in the years after as the 
playing experience grows. Team 
chemistry is also achieved over 
time. 

Gadd knows that the future of 
this team and program is bright. 

“As far as the future goes we 
already have a strong base and 
are so excited to see what is in 
store for next year and the years 
to follow,” Gadd said. 

“The girls put in a lot of hard 
work and dedication that will car- 
ry over into next season!”

Modern Romance By Aziz Ansari 


Ansari shows us the 
truth of dating in the 


21st century

Living in the digital age where 
a smartphone has become an al- 
most essential object in a per- 
son’s everyday life, you can think 
about how much that changes our 
society as well. Now your phone 
can do almost everything, from 
navigating your GPS, to finding 
the best restaurants in town, and 
now something being used more 
and more each day is also using 


your smartphone to find yourself 


a date! 

We have become ultimately 
dependent on our cellphones, and 
initially so have our relationships. 

In “Modern Romance”, Aziz 
Ansari shows us through research 
and statistics how dating has 
changed in the past couple de- 
cades and what dating can be like 
for anyone with a smartphone in 
this generation. 

Ansari shares his own come- 


dic experiences of staring blankly 
at his phone screen idly waiting 
for a response as well as the sto- 
ries of many others. 

Through thorough research, 
multiples interviews done inter- 
nationally, and the help of Eric 
Klinenberg, a sociology profes- 
sor at New York University, they 
both took on the seriousness and 
ambition in conducting this re- 
search. 

They interviewed hundreds of 
people from, N.Y., Tokyo, Paris, 
Los Angeles, and Doha, Qatar, as 
well as setting up a networking 
site through Reddit to reach an 
even larger audience. 

Although Ansari, was obvi- 
ously not able to conduct inter- 
views and research on a larger 
global level, the results he had 
obtained were better than he him- 
self had presumed. 

Ansari, not only spoke of the 
pros and cons of dating in this 
generation, but he also inter- 
viewed the elderly and visited 
nursing homes to see the differ- 
ence in how dating once was in 
comparison to now. 

A big highlight that many were 


fond of in “Modern Romance” 
was the real life stories and texts 
implemented in the book, The 
New York Times shares their fa- 
vorite moments in the book. 

“The best part of ‘Modern Ro- 
mance’ comes when Mr. Ansari 
and his team get people to share 
the most embarrassing aspects of 
their romantic quests: the dorky 
text (“I wanted to say hi and 
sort of ‘texty’ introduce myself. 
Haha. :),” writes one unfortu- 
nate fellow); the bad personal-ad 
photograph; the guys who seem 
great but turn out to be married or 
criminals.” 

“Modern Romance” is Ansa- 
ri’s first book and was inspired 
through his tours in the past cou- 
ple years, which highlighted the 
discussion of dating through a 
variety of different lenses. 

The pros and cons of what 
technology has done to dating in 
the past couple generations has 
shown a great change yet overall. 
It has expanded communication 
on a global level and can either 
make our dating lives
